ALBUOJTERO.CE, N. M., "Feb. 27.—At 


11:30 this morning a terrific explosion 
of pas occurred in the White Ash mine 
of the Santa Fe Railroad Co., three 
miles from Cerrilios, N. H. The first 
intimation of the disaster was a muf- 
fled roar and clouds of smoke and dust 
rolling1 from the mouth of the mine. 


Nearly 300 men are employed in the 


mine, but fortunately but fifty were 
at work when the explosion occurred. 
Only eleven of these escaped alive, and 
some of them may yoi die. Twenty- 
one dead { have been taken from the 
mine, and it is doubtful if those re- 
maining are alive. 


Relays of men have been working 


like Trojans all _day to try and reach 
those who are still imprisoned, but lit- 
tle progress can be made on account of 
the gas, which permeates every shaft 
and overpowers the workers in a short 
tune. 


Up to 4 o'clock those on the inside 


could be heard trying to work their 
way out from the caved-in mine, but 
as nothing has been heard 'since then 
the imprisoned mep, in all probabili- 
ty, have succumbed to the deadly gas. 


The scene around the mouth of the 


shaft after the explosion was heart- 
rending. One woman, supposing her 
husband to have been killed, tried to 
committ suicide by throwing herself 
in front of a moving train. Her hus- 
band was after wards rescued alive, and 
the reaction from intense grief was 
nearly fatal. 


The mine was known to be badly 


ventilated and full of bad air and gas, 
and a catastrophe of this kind has been 
frequently predicted. 


A bill was introduced in the New 


Mexican legislature this afternoon to 
appropriate 85,000 for the relief of the 
widows and orphans. It will probably 
pass. 


The cause of the explosion is not 


yet known. The facts are hard to get. 
All efforts of the men in the vicinity 
are being put forth to liberate those 
imprisoned in the mine.

SPBINSFIEM), 111"., Feb. 28.—Gov. Alt- 


geld yesterday issued a proclamation, 
scheduling on account of splenic or 
Texas fever all oi the territory south 
of a line commencing at the western 
line of the county of Contrasta, Cat, 
and running, to the Atlantic coast. 
The line zigzags through and takes in. 
portions of . Califonia, Arizona, New 
Mexico, Texas, Oklahoma, Kansas, 
Missouri, Tennesse, South Carolina 
and Virginia. All cattle shipped

laid down by the state board of 
live stock commissioners. They will 
be subject to quarantine, and at the 
stockyards in the state they must be 
isolated from other cattle, The rail- 
road companies will not be permitted 
to ship them with other cattle and 
any one desiring to graze cattle from 
the scheduled district must receive the 
permission of the 'state veterinarian 
before putting them on pasture. The 
proclamation was issued on the recom- 
mendation of the state board of live 
stock commissioners.

for the defendant was rendered yes- 
terday by Judge Einer in the suit 
brought by the government against 
the Union Pacific Railroad Co., for

the price of the right of way of the 
road through the Delaware Indian res- 
ervation between Kansas City and 
Lawrence, .Kan. Ownership of the 
land was claimed under a government 
grant.

SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—The senate 


spent five hours yesterday in debate on 
the amendment to the sundry civil ap- 
propriation bill reported from the com- 
mittee on appropriations providing for 
an issue of 8100,000,000 certificates of 
indebtedness, bearing 3 per cent, in- 
terest, to meet deficiencies in the 
treasury, and also requiring future is- 
sues of bonds to be offered to the pub- 
lic for at least twenty days. 


Mr. Gorman (dem., Md.), who was 


recognized as the responsible author 
of the amendment, spoke for over an 
hour in advocacy of it, showing1 the 
probable needs of the treasury during 
the fiscal year and declaring that the 
secretary of the treasury was entirely 
mistaken in his estimates. 


The antagonists of the amendment 


were all found on the democratic side 
of the chamber, in the persons of Sen- 
ators Hill, Mills. Voorhees and Vilas, 
which was, perhaps, the cause of Mr. 
Gorman's subsequent allusions 
to 


"sudden conversions—such as are read 
of in scripture." 


The supporters of the amendment 


were on the republican side, and in- 
cluded Senators Sherman and Allison. 


Finally, as it was clear to Mr. Gor- 


man and all other senators that the 
amendment—if held to be in order— 
would be debated till the 4th of March 
next, Mr. Gorman withdrew the amend- 
ment. 


Unanimous consent was given to 


have a final vote taken on the bill at 3 
p. m. to-day. A night session was 
thereby avoided, and the senate, at 
6:30, adjourned until to-dayat 11 a. mr 


HOUSE. 


The effort to induce the house to 


unite with the senate and vote to pur- 
chase what is known as the Mahone 
lot as a site for the government print- 
ing office, failed again yesterday, and 
the probabilities are that nothing will 
be done toward the erection of a new 
building this year. The matter came 
up under the special order adopted 
Tuesday alloting the session yester- 
day to the consideration of measures 
reported from the committee on build- 
ings and grounds. After discussing 
the bill for three hours, Mr. Bank- 
head, chairman of the committee, find- 
ing it impossible to effect an arrange- 
ment limiting debate, abandoned the 
contest, and surrendered the remain- 
ing portion of the session to the con- 
sideration of general business. 


In the course of the' day conference 


reports on the following bills were 
agreed to: The pension appropriation 
bill; a bill granting a pension of 850 
per month to Gen. Harrison C. Hobart; 
a bill to equalize the duties and sal- 
aries of the steamboat inspection serv- 
ice; and the post office appropriation 
bill. 


Upon each of the pension and post 


office appropriation bills there was 
quite "Srdebate, and with regard to 
the latter the house voted, by an 
overwhelming majority, to concur 
in the senate amendment limiting to 
every postal clerk hereafter to be ap- 
pointed the operations of the depart- 
ment's order requiring them to live on 
the routes where they are employed. 


The senate amendment to the house 


joint resolution suspending the trans- 
fer in bond through the United State 
of articles destined for the' Mexican 
free zone, was concurred in and th 
following bills were passed: 


Fifteen private pension bills; grant 


ing an American register to th 
steamer Kauli; extending: to Jannar; 
1, 1897, the time within which certain 
forfeited railroad lands may be pur 
chased. 


The house adjourned at 5:35 until 12 


to-day, the session to be devoted to 
district of Columbia measures. 


THE HUGHES GANG OF BANDITS 


Tracked and Surrounded-Two of Ttem 


Captured After Killing H Dep- 


uty Marshal. 


McrsKOOEB, I. T., Feb. 28.—The 


Hughes gang of bandits that held up 
the Texas Pacific express in daylight 
six weeks ago and got $100,000, have 
be^an to operate in the Indian terri- 
tory. Tuesday the marshal's office re- 
ceived a telegram 
from Checotah, 


twenty miles south, stating the where- 
abouts of the gang-, and that they had 
planned to hold up the Missouri, Kan- 
sas & Texas-at 8:30 o'olock. Five mar- 
shals were ordered to Checotah at 
once. They trailed the gang all night, 
and about daylight yesterday morning 
located them in an old house eight 
miles west of Checotah. 


The marshals rode up to the house 


and called to the bandits to surrender. 
There was. no response, and Naked 
Head, a full-blood Cherokee 
officer, 


broke in the door and shot Hughes, 
the leader of the gang. The fire was 
returned, and Naked Head fell dead. 
Hughes and another of the bandits 
were captured, and the remainder of 
the gang took to the woods. Naked 
Head's remains and the two bandits 
were brought to Muskogee last night.

It has for 
bur or five days been suspended in mid- 
air on a proposition to reconsider the 
vote by which it was referred to the 
committee. 
Following is the bill as 


amended: 


That in any action brought for the 


publication of a libel in any newspaper 
n this state the plaintiffs shall recover 
only actual damages, if ip shall appear 
at the trial of such action that such 
publication was made in good faith, 
ind that there were reasonable grounds 
for believing the statements set forth 
ri such publication were true, and that 
its falsity was due to mibtake or mis- 
apprehension of the facts, and that in, 
the next two regular issues of said 
newspaper, a correction or retraction 
was in said newspaper as was the libel. 


No exemplary or punitive damage* 


ahull be recovered in any action brought 
for the publication ot a libel in any 
newspaper in this state unless the 
plaintiff shall before bringing suit give 
notice in writing to the defendant to 
publish a retraction or correction of the 
libel, and shall before bringing suit al- 
low the defendant a reasonable time in 
which to publish such retraction or such 
retraction shall be admissable in evi- 
dence under the general issue in mitiga- 
tion of damages and in evidence ot tjia 
good faith of the defendant, provided 
that the retraction or correction shall be 
published in as conspicuous a manner 
and place in said newspaper as was the 
libel. Provided that the provisions ol 
this act shall not apply to the casox>f 
any libel against any candidate for a 
public office in this state unless i re- 
traction to the charge is made-editori- 
ally in a conspicuous manner at least 
ten days before the election.

Without a Wire and Talking 


Alone s B0»m of Light. 


In the last few years, in connection 


jwith Mr. Preece's experiments m Eng- 
land and otherwise, we have heard a 
good deal about telepraphmir without 
wira* It has also been found practic- 
able to telephone without wires 
In 


the former operation induction is the 
meats employed; In the latter, ap- 
paratus invented by Prof Bell, the 
author of the telephone, and called the 
"phofcophone."

•cribos it in a recent number of Elec- 
tricity. 
Liffht emanating' from any 


•onrc e, L, is passed through a lens, A, 
in order to render its rays parallel, be- 
fore they fall upon the mirror,B,whence 
they are reflected to a parabolic mirror. 
D, in whose focus Is placed a piece ol 
selenium, E. The selenium forms parl 
of tho circuit of a telephone, T, oper- 
ated by a battery, F. 


Th<> mirror B is composed of a very 


thin iiheet of glass or mica, silvered on 
Its face, and mounted so as to vibrate 
like a telephone diaphragm when a 
person speaks into the mouthpiece, C, 
behind it. Now, when the tones of the 
voice cause tho diaphragm to bulge 
forward, the rays reflected toward D 
will diverge slightly instead of being 
para! lei, and loss light will be concen- 
trated upon E; but when, at the othei 
«£age of any vibrations, the plate Is 
r»ndi red concave, the rays will con 
Tergi, and more light will be thrown 
upon tho selenium. As the electrical 
conductivity of this remarkable sub- 
stance varies in proportion to the 
amount of light to which it is sub- 
jected, the intensity of the telephone 
cnrre at will bo modified thereby, and 
the t( lephone Itself will distinctly re- 
prodi ee tho words uttered in th« 
mouthpiece C. It is not stated at how 
great a distance this apparatus will 
•work but it will be seen that therein a 
beam of light takes tho place of the 
crdin iry metallic connections between 
the t\7o instruments. 


Since Bell accomplished the result 


here described, Mr. Perry says, Tainter 
has substituted soot for the selenium, 
and <lisponsed with the battery alto- 
gether, using instead of the ordinary 
telephone receiver the two-pronged 
hearing tube, by means of which one 
listen i to a phonograph.

Two great assemblies will be held the

Seme time ago they lost one of their 
children. Since then he had been 
gloomy. 
At dinner yesterday he 


grew abusive and began to beat her. 
She struggled with him and finally 
escaped. 
After consulting her friends 


slie decided to secure a warrant for 
him on the charge of abusing the fam- 
ily.Just before leaving the station she 
made the statement that he seemed 
almost crazy. Little was thought of 
the statement at the time. 


After {he woman left, Court Officer 


Dick Morris was sent out to serve the 
warrant. He had been gone but a 
htlf hour when a hurry call came to 
the central station. 
Officers quickly 


responded and found Stolzenberger 
dead on the street, while Morris lay in 
the house badly wounded. 


Bystanders told the officers the whole 


story. When Stolzenberger saw Mor- 
rit> coming he divined his errand and 
started to run. Morris called to him 
to halt and started after him, Stolzen- 
berger then halted and drew a re- 
volver. Morris also drew his pistol,

Patrol- 
man Fred Shaffer, who came up at 
that moment, drew his revolver and 
flred at Stolrenberger, killing him in- 
stantly. The bullet passed through 
the spinal column. 


Morris was removed to the hospital,

EEVIVAL OP THE LASH. 


Elbridge T. Gerry Is in Favor ol 


Whipping Posts. 


The Pualrtunent to Be Inflicted Only for 


On* Clan of Crimes—The New York 


to Consider th» 


Dnutio Proposition. 


New York proposes to attempt to re- 


vive the system of corporal punishment 
for certain classes of offenders. At 
least certain people in New York, led 
by Elbridge T. Gerry, will try to have 
the following made a law at the next 
session of the legislature: 
"Whenever o male person shall be convtotetj 


of a felony consisting ot or accompanied by th« 
Infliction of physical pain or suffering upon th» 
person of another, the court may, in its die. 
oretlon. In addition to that penalty now pre- 
scribed by law, impobe an additional sentenca 
ot corporal punishment to be inflicted upon tha 
offender in the prison to which he shall be sen- 
tenced Such corporal punishment shall bo 
indicted in private in s-.id prison, in tho pres- 
ence of tho warden and surgeon thereof, who 
bhall certify the fact to tho court TV heroin it 
was imposed." 


Commodore Cerry is very much in 


earnest in the matter, and in an inter- 
view with a reporter for the New York 
Recorder stoutly defended the plan on 
the ground that it provided for the 
only punishment that is really feared 
by the brutes that it is intended to 
reach. 


"Crime," said he, "of the more brutal 


and fiendish character is frightfully on 
the increase, especially in the case 
where children of both sexes are the 
victims. Instances in which lifelong 
injuries have been inflicted on girls 
and boys, of a tender age are becoming 
so numerous that it is time something1 
was done to strike at the very root of 
the evil, and I am sure the only weapon 
that can be effectively nsed against the 
brutes who, in their passions, exhibit 
QO thought or feeling fcr their victims, 
is the lash. 


"Once let the brutal element of tho 


community know that the pain and 
buffering inflicted by them on others 
will be meted out on their own bodies 
tnd the fahocking state of affairs now 
existing will be to a great extent wiped 
out. I am thankful to bay that the 
creatures responsible for the offenses 
arc foreigners. The grade of crime 
against which the resolution is aimed. 
La peculiar to men from foreign coun- 
tries. And the only way to show these 
wretches that they c..nnot indulge in 
,nch things in this continent is the 
i'i ack and the sting of the lash. 


"It has been erroneously statad that 


ivifc-beaters are included among1 the 
creatures against whom wo are fight-

Ing. This is not so. We are only ad- 
vocating the lash for felony committed 
by men. Wife-beaters belong to an- 
other class of animals which, may or 
may not deserve a good thrashing. 
They, however, do not enter Into the 
discussion. Burglary, tvith violence, as- 
sault of any brutal nature—those are 
the offenders who, I maintain, should 
feel the sting of the lash. A conviction 
of twenty years, reduced by good be- 
havior to twelve, has no salutary ef- 
fect on the callous element with which 
I am dealing1. 


"As an instance, you, a law-abiding, 


peaceful citizen, are enjoying a well- 
earned rest; a hardened brute of a bur- 
glar, not satisfied with plunder, delib- 
erately knocks you over the head, puts 
your eyes out, crushes in your skull, 
maims you, beats you, and for this he 
gets twenty years. Is that any satis- 
faction to you? Do you get a new 
eye or another skull or a clean skin? 
No! Then J. say let his punishment be 
proportiorate in some degree to the 
offense. 


"Formerly crimes of which I specially 


speak were punishable by death. But 
experience showed that the class of 
people that commit these crimes of 
personal violence don't dread death. 
Nihilists, anarchists, atheists and tho 
more degraded classes scout the idea. 
Corporal punishment is the only thing 
the scamps and rascals are afraid of. 
A few years in prison doesn't have any 
deterrent effect. 


"It is nonsense to play the fool with 


criminals and say that corporal punish- 
ment is degrading and a revival of the 
dark ages. Are the abuses inflicted on 
little children degrading? Was there 
anything In the dark ages more debas- 
ing than the revolting acts which oc- 
cur to-dayf 
There deems to be a 


mawkish sensibility in the opposition 
to corporal punishment. It is the old- 
est form of punishment known, and it 
is to be found in the Mosaic law. There 
can be nothing brutal in it, provided 
von don't make the exhibition public. 
Jn Delaware they have a curious meth- 
od. A felon is sentenced to thirty 
lashes, fifteen of -which are adminis- 
tered. He is then told to get out of 
the state, and if he is found there after 
the lapse of u week the balance of the 
thirty lashes awaits him. The plan 
works admirably. 


"Again, in London, when the gar- 


roters were terrorizing the city, the 
cat-o'-nine-tails was brought into play 
with such effect that garroting was un- 
known in a'very short space of time. 
Would I suggest any particular mode 
of administering the punishment? No. 
The ordinary lash on the back would 
meet all requirements. It is effective, 
»nd if I live long enough the advis- 
ability of its legislation will come be- 
fore the next session of the legit 
iatnre."

Gov. Altgeld commuted to life impris- 


onment yesterday the sentence of Thos. 
Beverly, who was convicted of nurder 
at the December term of the Stephen- 
son county circuit court and senten XH! to 
be hanged March 15. The petition for 
clemency was accompanied by a letter 
from J. D. Crabtree, Judge of the 13th 
judicial circuit, who said that while 
the men had a fair trial by a fair and 
impartial jury, he felt the sentence was 
a more severe one than he would have 
imposed if the duty had devolved upon 
him of fixing the penalty. Gov. Altgcld 
recorded the opinion that the death 
penalty ought not to have been inflicted.

punishment and by making it common 
in applying it to similar offenses would 
tend to rob it of its terror?.'1
